FIFTEEN SHIPS OF FLEET 


Ships Offered One At a 


Tune and in Groups 


Without a Bid. 


Washington, Feb. 17. — Contrary to 


expectation, only one bid for any of the 
30 former German liners was received 
today when the shipping board auction 
to receive competitive offers was re- 
sumed with the ships offered one at a 
time. A bid of $550,000 for the Otsego 
by E. J. Roberts, Acme Operating cor- 
poration, New York, was the only one 
made for the 19 steamers offered. Com- 
missioner Scott then asked if there was 
any desire to bid further on groups of 
vessels and closed the auction when no 
offers were forthcoming. 
The largest ships of the fleet, includ- 
ing the Leviathan, 
Agammenon and 


George Washington, were among those 
Offered individually without attracting 
offers. 
Commissioner Sett again informed the 


bidders that all offers, whether received 
at the auction or previously, would be 
submitted to congress before the board 
took action even If the injunction pro- 
ceedings in the District of Columbia 
courts did not interfere with the sale. 


In addition to the three big ships 


named, the Mount Vernon, von Steu- 
ben, Martha Washington, America, De- 
$£alh, Aolus, Huron, Moccasin, Mer- 
cury. 
Powhattan, 
Orion, President 
G,rant, Nansemond, Philippines, Wyan- 
dotte and the. Freedom, were offered in- 
dividually without any bidders. Accord- 
ing to the shipping board calculation 
the best offers received yesterday rep- 
resent a total of $21,850,1100, which in- 
cludes $13,100,000 offered for six vessels 
by the International Mercantile Marine 
and a total of $8,750,000 for nine ships 
individually.

REPORTS PRAISE 
AND ROAST AIR 
CRAFT PROGRAM 


One Report Charges Wan- 


ton Waste of Money 
While Another Praises 
Work During War. 


Washington, 
Feb. 17.—Condemned 


in one as "a riot of waste," and de- 
fended in the other as a "record of 
achievement," the wartime aviation 
program was the subject of two reports 
just presented to the house by a com- 
mittee of the special committee which 
for several months have been conduct 
ing inquiries into war time expendit- 
ures. 


The report condemning the manner in 


which the program was carried out was 
flled by Representatives Frear and 
Magee. Republicans, while that defend- 
ing the project was submitted by Rep- 
resentative Lea, Democrat. The ma- 
jority report goes at length into al- 
leged extravagances beginning with 
early aircraft appropriation and ending 
with the closing out of contracts. It 
deals with the alleged failure of the 
De Haviland planes, alleged failure to 
get any kind of planes to the battle 
front in sufficient numbers condemns 
failure of the Spruce production project 
in the northwest and the alleged waste 
of millions in cost-plus contracts and 
makes many specific charges of inef- 
ficiency and wanton squandering of 
money. 


The minority report takes many of 
these charges up, denies them and de- 
fends those charged with carrying out 
the program. It in turn charges the 
Republican members of the committee 
with having sacrificed facts Cor sensa- 
tionalism in an effort to discredit the 
Democratic administration. 


Both reports devote a prominent part 
of the controversy over the connection 
of John D. Ryan, former director of the 
aircraft productions, with the construc- 
tion of a government-built road, which 
It has been charged, benefltted the Chi- 
cago. Milwaukee and Si Paul road of 
which Mr. Ryan is a director. The ma- 
jority disclaimed anp attempt to de- 
termine motives, but stated thai "if 
Mr. Ryan's statements of disinterested- 
ness is true he has been most unfor 
tunate in handling a public matter."

London, Feb. 17.—It is impossible to 
emphasize the importance and gravity 
of the results which may follow the 
supreme allied council's reply to Presi- 
dent Wilson's note relative to the Ori- 
atic settlement, says the Mail.

Columbus. Feb. 
17 —Condition 
of

It is of course often next to Im- 
possible to get a person's first name 
or initials. You attend as a reporter 
the annual meeting of some 
society 


for instance. They elect a new set of 
officers, and when you get the list, the 
person giving 
them can not supply 


more than half of the first names or 
initials. 
In the short time available, 


it would be a simple matter impossibil- 
ity to hunt these people down to their 
homes, and verify the names. 


A local newspaper reporter in such a 


case always goes to the limit to get 
every name right. He digs over his di 
rectory and he works the telephone. 
Cut quite frequently there will be some 
name that he simply can't verify in 
the time available. So he will usually 
leave out the first name and say simply 
Mrs .Smith or Mrs. Jones. 


That of course is bad form in news- 


paper work. 
But metropolitan news- 


>aper reporters have told us that they 
make a practice in such a case of sup-

common name.

With the suffrage amendment ratifi- 
ed by 30 states and needing but six to 
carry, 
optimists 
have taken it for 
granted that the amendment would be 
ratified in time to permit the women 
of the country to vote in the Presi- 
dential election. The Ohio tangle over 
the prohibition amendment, in which 
the finality of ratification by the legis- 
lature in a state having a referendum 
clause in its constitution 
has 
been 
questioned, has always been extended 
to cover the Ohio ratification of the 
eighteenth amendment. Arguments on 
both are to be heard 
by the Federal 
Supreme Court. March rand it is fig- 
ured at Washington that should the 
court decide the legislative ratification 
had to be followed by a submission to 
.popular vote the effect on the suffrage 
amendment would be to destroy all 
dope of getting the amendment through 
in time for women to vote in Novem- 
ber. 


Ohio is one of the 30 ratifying states 
and its removal from the list would 
jeopardize the hope of getting the num- 
ber needed. As it is, difficulties are be- 
ing experienced in getting the six now 
needed, even some 
of the 
suffrage 
states being held back by local political 
consideration. It is unlikely, however, 
that if the Ohio ratification is sustain- 
ed ratification will be withheld by any 
one of the two states outside the south. 
For the same reason it might be ex- 
jected that should the court require a 
referendum

campaign on emergency 
action would be taken to secure* Both 
.he great parties are so frankly angl- 
ing for the women vote* that it is im- 
probable any obstacle that can be over- 
come will be allowed to keep the wo- 
men out of the election.

on city finances, by Nelson Dodd, ex- 
city auditor. - Mr. Dodd has this mat- 
ter on his tongue's end, and supple- 
mented his talk by the use of lantern 
slides. 
Mr. Dodd stated that one of 
Newark's biggest problems was thfet of 
sewage disposal; our preent system is 
madequa'te. An adequate system would 
cost about half a million. Another 
pressing need is that of water purifica- 
tion and this would cost about $225,000. 
The above two matters have been hang- 
ing fire for a number of years, it seems. 
A $1,00,000 bond issue for the Newark 
schools is one of the things the near 
future will bring forward for accept- 
ance. The city officials, according to 
Dodd, court the co-operation of the 
citizenry. At present we have 30 out of 
50 miles of city 'streets paved. Some 
very interesting facts were put on the 
screen. The annual requirements have 
increased thus, since 1914: General, 
$6,500; Safety, $21,000; Health, $1,000; 
Service. $71.800; Sinking, $60,000. The 
ensuing table is enlightening; the first 
column shows the amounts necessary 
to carry the city's work forward this 
year and the second column represents 
what has been allowed:
